It is to mate- 
rial.rather than to poUtioal changes aod 
proapoots we wobld direct the preaeot re- 
marks. To the omigraul Britieh Colum- 
bia is Btill chiefly atlractive os a gold 
bearing country, and in this respect it 
is certainly, increasing in attraclivenesB 
If *Vi'»t"ake Cariboo, for . instance, 
the old^veteran gold field thnt'IiaB stead 
ily maintained its Buprcmaoy as a sub' 
Btantial and an enduring store of latent 
wealth while many an upstart rival has 
flashed and gone oat again, it will be 
found that the fulare is indeed smiling 
wit))"' atgmented brightness. To say 
Bo£lilnglo?..tbo new era oi heavy work- 
In^'^ana 'the introdnction of power- 
fofittiaohiiiery, wo find that tho rich 
ground recently strnck on old and 
prastitally doBcrtod creeks- jufltifioB the 
anlicipfttipuB of a most abundant harvest. 
These diBCoveries go far in support of 
tho theory which wo have ever held^ 
viz, that Cariboo is not yet prospected; 
that all past mining operaiions havo 
been little more than merely prelimin- 
ary, thtt both in rock and aluvinl 
workings, the real gold mining history 
of thatataab. region commonly known aa 
OaVib'o3| ia'tnt commcniing. By this 
we would not be understood to aay that 
Bomo of il8 richest pookota have not 
been rifled ; but that, taking the gross 
yield and oggrogate well-doings the past 
ia as a. mere preliminary flourish in 
OompariBpo with tho future. We mean 
to Bay tlitft'the cheapening of living and 
th« ■uB.TAV^ai ani enlarged modes of 
dealing with aurifeious rotk nnd ground 
will enable millions to be annually ez- 
tracted from what peojft<} have' become 
acouBiomed to legard as onremnnera- 
tivQ n^fkipgS;.. And here may ho 
permittca to'aiilttde to tho intiodaciIoD 
of road slcaraera, as being inUmutely 
connected with iho bringing nboti nf 
these new conditions. This great re- 
volution in the mode of moving supplits 
and appliances from the seaboard to 
thattdietant goWfleld will have much to 
dir'WllH'bheapeDing living and enlarg- 
ing mining operations in Cariboo, 
Hitherto the price of supplies has chiefly 
oonsia ed in the price ot transport. In 
other words, the prime cost of tho arti- 
cle was, in many caeep^ inMgnifieaui 
obmpared.iyith.the .cost of transport 
from thfl seaboard. ^Mire purticnlarly 
was this the oaso in roopect to heavj 
mining machinery. Indoed.iho fact that 
op to tbo ptesent time little heavy mach- 
inorv has found its way iolo Cariboo 
may' be mainly attributed to this cause. 
Mow, however, thanks to the spirited 
eaterpriBOOf the two gentlemen who 
have nnd^rtakon the work of subBtitnt- 
ing BteBm<power for ai;imul power in the 
carrying'trade of the mainland, ine 
coubtty ts'tetog stippHed with tbe moans ot 
moving ibe most poDderoiis roauhiDery, ae 
well as eveiylbiog alee, from the ae»board 
to the mod remote gold mines, ot rales and 
with » degree of regolarily and certitude 
Whioh oaOBot fail to exert a potent luOu- 
ence upon mioioB operuiions id 
the intaiior. But this iniuence will 
bv DO moans be oonfiaed to the 
movement oi materiel from ihe Feaboard to 
the interior. Indeed, it will aoaicely be leas 
felt in taking forward tba produclB ol the 
oonntry. The breadeioQa, vegetables, and 
d»ir»rprodnce upon which tbe minera ol 
clriDOO-chi*fly mbsiel are produced for Ibe 
most part at a fireat distance from the place 
of conomplion ; and the ooat of tranepott 
h»B oonaequently. ontered very lorgely into 
tbo'prioe the consumer has had to pay. All 
thia will bo changed now. Iheeo road 
steameiB will piadically bring tbe producer 
MditilB oonnomer ooar to each other ; atid 
tbuB not only will tbe price of Iith r bo 
IreBtly obeapenedj bat the qoahtj ol living 
willbo greatly iraptovod. It must not bo 
lenied that Cariboo has now a poHrerlal 
competitor !□ Omineoa. That great Eldorado 
of the north may now be regarded oe having 
fairly ^asBod the period ol doubt, and ostab. 
l,Bbed i.B UDqae»Uonabl« claim to rank u 
llab exteoBive.aod onduring goldheld oo long 
ir requiring the "oooked" ropoM of the ezpe- 
Suiomst, or lb. leflated "puff" of thejoarn.

publlo works which are to bo the immed* 
iate rsBaliB of Ooolederntion to be f»d? Shall 
Ihoy cat foreigD food, and thua leave tba 
Colony little butler for tbe enormoas ezpan.- 
ditaro ?
